MORE KAIL.IIOADS. 


Tlie Sontlieru Pacific Official* £.»< 


cntlnz J>»«lble iconics. 


Los Angeles Tribune, Oct. 25th. 


There i« now in this city a party of 


Southern Pacific Railroad officials, and 
the gentlemen comprising the party 
Messrs. Superintendent o£ Construction 
Ttowbridge, Superintend*^ of Bridges 
and Buildings, Brown, and Chief Engi- 
neer Hood, never go into a region un- 
less it is the intention of the company 
to do some additional railroad building. 
Then these gentlemen are Bent oat to 
choose the most feasible routes for the 
proposed new roads. 
They went down 


to the Palms, on the line of the Lou 
Angeles and Independence road, yes- 
terday, and it is said that station will be 
the initial point for the now branch. 
Thence the road will run up Clearwater 
Canyon, over a low divide in the range 
at that point, across the San Fernando 
Valley to the Santa Susanna Pass, when 
a road running almost cine w«at from 
Buibank, twenty-two miles clfltant, will 
connect with it. Thence through tbe 
Santa Susanna into tho Simi Volley; 
down that and the Las Posas to the 
Santa Clara Valley—with 
a branch 


through Pleasant Valley to Huanetne— 
and thence to the maio coast line, join- 
ing it at some point near the town of 
lloutalvo, and over the road already 
built to Ban Buenaventura. This sys- 
tem will give the Southern Pacific com- 
plete control of all hues of aocess into 
the Santa Clara Valley and of all wiiys 
to Santa Barbara, thus virtually shut- 
ting out the Atchison people from the 
much talked of coast route to Sun Fran- 
cisco, unless, indeed, tbe Atchison 
people bnild a road along the coast from 
Santa Monica, which would be an opera- 
tion involving tremendous expense. 


Next Tuesday, November 8th, an elec- 


tion will be held in Oregon to decide 
the question of a prohibitory amend- 
ment, and also to adopt two other amend- 
ments to the State Constitution, one in- 
creasing the salaries of the Governor of 
the State and the Judges of tte Supreme 
Court, and the other to change the time 
of holding tho State elections from June 
to November.

THE BOOK AT LOVELOCK. 


An Eastern Capitalist Baying Real 


Estate. 


The Wionemucc-a Silver State says: 
W. B. Bonnifield, President of the 
First National Bank of Ottumwa, Iowa, 
has purchased the ranches of W. C. 
Pitt, Geo. W. Ladd and John Harrison 
at Lovelock. These three ranches join 
each other, and have now two hundred 
and fifty acres in alfalfa. 
Mr. Bonni- 


field intends to have all tho land sown 
in alfalfa, plant a liberal number of 
trees, and make a model farm. He 
owns large interests in real estate in 
Iowa, the Southern States, Minnesota, 
California and Oregon. He says Nevada, 
where water can be had, is tho best 
State in the Union for land investments, 
save in a few exceptionally favorable 
localities, where capitalists make a land 
boom, as they do frequently in stock 
speculations. For legitimate, perma 
ucut, safe and profitable investment he 
prefers Nevada. Next to United States 
bonds, lands are the safest investments, 
and'in consequence of the rapid falling 
in of United States bonds, he says capi- 
tal is seeking lands, and hence, while 
there may bs temporary lulls in the 
real estate market, it will continue to be 
active for an indefinite penod, especially 
throughout the Pacific States. 
He says 


that the immigration to this Coart, not- 
withstanding it is now large, has scarcely 
begun; that all the transcontinental 
railroads will have to soon quadruple 
their rolling stock to accommodate the 
travel and commerce to the Pacific 
States and Territories, and that several 
other railroads are pushing across the 
plains to the Pacific, and that there will 
be abundant employment for all.

Au Athlrto Who Breaks 
Cobble 


Witli His Itrnwiiy llauU. 


Sebastian Mailer is the name of a 


man who has just arrived at New Haven 
from his home in Switzerland. Muller 
is twenty-eight years old, stands five 
feet eight inches in height and tips the 
beam at 198% pounds. He is, accord- 
ing to the New Haven Register, well 
built, with large and massive shoulders 
and splendidly developed muscles on 
arms aud chest. 


Taking a stone about six inches long 


and of the usual cobble-stone shape he 
held it firmly with his left hand against 
an iron ball fastened to the top of a 
barrel.

Surrltlaii's Portrait far (lie Military 


Academy. 


Mrs. L. H. Darragh, of Philadelphia, 


lias been selected to paint the portrait 
of Lieut. General Sheridan, to be pre- 
sented to th"e Unitod States Military 
Academy by Mr. George W. Childs. 
Mrs. Darragh painted tbe portrait of 
General Grant, which was presented to 
:he same institution last Summer by 
VIr. Childs. The Sheridan portrait will 
represent the Lieut. General in the fnll 
dress uniform of his rank, minus the 
ohapeau, which will be held in the right 
aand, the ohapeau and hand resting on 
a small table, on which will be spread a 
map of that portion of Virginia which 
embraces Winchester. The General and 
he artist met here for the first time a 
'sw days ago, the purpose of tho meet- 
ug being to arrange for sittings, lu 
the course of the conversation the Gen- 
eral said to Mrs. Carragh: "I have been 
painted a number of times, but the re- 
mit in no case was entirely satisfactory. 
An Italian artist made iuu look like an 
Italian, a German made me a Teuton, 
and a Mexican portrayed me as a typi- 
cal native of Mexico. I believe I have 


en painted by artists of other nation- 


alities with somewhat similar results, 
so that I was forced to believe that 
artists unconsciously stomp their par- 
:icnlar nationality on their portraits. 
Now, I have never," continued the 
General, with a merry twinkle in his 
eye, "been painted by a woman. I am 
sure you will make a good picture, but 
don't make a woman of me." 


Mrs. Darragh promised not to nnssx 


the General, whereupon he escorted 
ber from tha War Department to his 
residence for a view of tho portrait, 
•which is the favorite of Mrp. Sheridan. 
Mrs. Darragh has begun tho portrait, 
the groundwork for which is being made 
from a fine photograph furnished by 
the General. The artist hopes to have 
the work finished so that it may be 
hung at the Military Academy beside 
the portrait of General Grant in June 
next. A portrait of General Sherman 
to hang on the right of Grant at the 
same institution, has also been ordered 
by Mr. Childs.

PITTSEUBO CONSOLIDATED GOLD MINES, 


BATTLE MOUNTAIN, Nevada, 


October 31, 1887. 


EDITOE JOUEKAL:—To-day I transmit 


the following without apology by stating 
thai when I arrived here to-day I found 
that the Pittsbnrg mill was started Nov., 
1884. 
Since then something like a 


quarter of a million of gold bullion has 
been shipped therefrom. 
The mill cost 


about $3,000. Tne ore came from the 
Evening Star, Cumberland, Ida Hen- 
rietta and Lady Carrie. These consti- 
tute the Pittsburg Consolidated Gold 
Mine (limited), the principal contiibu- 
tor being the Evening Star. The mill 
has a capacity of 20 tons, and is now 
being removed to Crum Canyon where, 
with tha additional machinery on the 
ground, the new mill wilt have a ca- 
pacity of crushing 80 tona per day.

ore in this mill -will pass over a "griz- 
zley" which lets the finer ore through, 
while the rougher ore goes direct to the 
rook breaker.

thence to the eelf-fee-'lers, which supply 
tha mills.

mill consists of two 


five-foot Huntington centrifugal roller 
mills and two four-foot mills of the 
same pattern.
